Battliu'okij, Jfay 22, — On the even- 
ing of tlie I'Jtli four waggoiiH were seen 
ninjroaohiiij,', the foremo.st oiio liearing 
a white flag. W'lifii they reached U8 
tlie teams were found to contain twen- 
ty of the teamsters captin-ed on the 
Swift Current trail, J<"ontaint! who 
was wouiidcd and fell into the liand.s 
of the Indians, sonie friciully half- 
breeds, ami lli^v. Katiier Uocliin, mis- 
sionary to Pound-Miiljor's liand. The 
teamsters were delighted with their re- 
lease. They state that while on the 
trail they were surrounded by lOU In- 
dians. Thoy had no escort and but 
little aniinunitioii, and yielded to the 

demand to SUntMului- their armtj. The 

Indians ])foniised them escort, but the 
Stanleys compelled them to return to 
camp, where they wore well treated. 
Pound-Maker was very polite, and the 
half-hrnt'd.s waited upon thinii and at- 
tended to their wants. Three bags of 
iiews])a])nrs wiu'e in the iiinils cajjtured 
and were opened. The news of the .sur- 
render of Kiel deraoraliised the Indians. 

The half breeds say that the Indian 
force at Out Knife creek was 'LOO, and 
that the total force is about 500. The 
Indian.s were caught mostly asleep and 
were obigod to fight. Jiiel'.s emissary 
and two othci' lialf-breetls were in the 
light. After the Inittle J^duiid-Malier 
wanted to go to the Rookies, but the 
Stoneys wounded (?) him — Little Pop- 
lar is now with Big Bear. The latter 
was invited thrice to join Pound-Maker 
but sent i.o answer, JJig licnr was con- 
sequently not in tiio fight, but one of 
liis sons was. TIk' Imliaii Ips.s is stated 
to have been 50 killed and 17 wounded. 
Private Osgood, killed in the fight 
with Pound-Maker, was buried by the 
half-breeds, who obtained the necessary 
jjcrmisHion from the chief. Kiel's ap- 
pieal brought Pound-maker's Indians 
East, antl they are now encatM])ed 40 
miles south-east. Only 50 cattle are 
left. The haif-breeds say that Kiel or- 
dered them to join Pound-Maker. 
Elliot, the constable, according to tho 
half-breed.s, fell unhurt, and traveled 
towards the trail in the open. Other 
Indians surrouiidt^il him, ami he fell, 
after using his rifle to the last.
